First GC 
complex in 
20 years

The first senior rental complex to 
be built in Granite City in 20 years 
opened Tuesday. 

On ‘Tuesday, Lance Callis and the 
HOME Foundation of Granite City, 
Inc., opened the new Vintage Gardens 
Apartments at 24th and Adams 
streets. They were joined by various 
city, county .and state officials, indi- 
viduals and organizations who helped 
with the senior housing complex. 

The 26-unit senior development 
includes 18 one-bedroom and eight 
two-bedroom units. Construction 
began in May on the project. 
Already, 50 percent of the units have 
been leased. 


“It was a long and ardorous effort. 
We have to thank Lance Callis for his 
energy and persistence to stay with 
this program, as well as all the other 
people involved,’ said Mayor Ron 
Selph. 

“As I said when we broke ground 
for this building, this is a cooperative

Residents 
cheer, boo 
decisions

An otherwise peaceful reaffirmation 
and transfer of power during a spe- 
cial Madison County Board meeting 
demonstrated that even with one-par- 
ty rule, strong dissent exists, 

Inside the packed board chamber | 
on Monday morning, county residents 
watched, cheered and booed as mem- 
bers re-elected Rudy Papa to a third 
term as chairman, elected Jack 
Frandsen of Alhambra, a 27-year 
member of the board, as the new 
county auditor, chose Alan Dunstan 
as vice chairman of the board and 
Swore in the new members. 

Arguements over who should suc= 
ceed Fred Bathon as auditor were 
played out in the media over the past 
two weeks. Bathon had harshly criti- 
cized Papa’s leading choice for the 
Post, Frandsen, but Papa, in a 
strongly spoken speech, defended the 
long-time board member. 

“This is truly a function of the 
county board. This has nothing to do 
with anyone else,” Papa said. ‘‘This 
is an internal matter. 

“No officeholder who will tell this 
county board who their auditor will 
be,”” he said. Neither special interest 
groups, who called Papa and other 
members to give an opinion, nor 
should the media ‘‘sell’”’ the board on 
who the next auditor should be. 

That said, he praised Frandsen as 
being highly qualified to be auditor 
and would bring integrity the post. 

“This person is fiscally responsible 
... and exhibits excellent managerial 
skills,’’ he said. ‘‘There’s been a lot 
of things said about who people think 
I will nominate this morning. They

Be wary of them, says Madison sheriff

*Tis the season to be wary. 

Shopping by telephone is very con- 
venient — especially for the elderly 
— but along with that convenience 
comes the ‘ibility of telemarketin; 
fraud, said Madison County Sheriff 
Bob Churchich, 

“Eve year, an estimated $40 bil- 
lion is obtained illegally through U.S. 
telemarketing operations,’’ Churchich 
said. “‘And according to a survey by 
the American Association of Retired 
Persons, more than half of all vic- 
tims are over the age of 50. 

“Oftentimes, telemarketers are the 
‘only people who call the elderly,” he 
said. ‘‘And since they have a tenden- 
cy to be extremely lonely, they are 
even more vulnerable targets for 
Scam artists.’” 

The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion reports that more than 14,000 
illegal Cperaoris. taking advantage of 
US. cit ms are report each year. 


They also point out that the majority 
of victims do not realize a fraudulent 
telemarketer’s actions to be a crime. 


“It’s important to consider the pos- 
sibility that the nice, pleasant person 
they are talking with on the phone 

trying to steal their life sav- 
ings Churchich said. 
juggestions for dealing with tele- 
marketers include: . 


© It is illegal to seek payment for 
sweepstakes or prize offers. 

© Don’t allow telemarketers to 
pressure you into m. a decision. 


© Request written information 
about the product or service being 
offered. 


© Profits should never be guaran- 
teed.

ble donation, request the percentage

Two of my former classmates. 
who are now married to each oth- 
er, approximate at the beginning 
of the year how much they'll 
donate, based on their anticipated 
annual income. They then give 
that amount to various charities. 

If their income is more or less 
than expected, they can make 
adjustments at the end of the 
year. When they’ve given the full 
amount, they can then end tele- 
phone Solicitations quickly and in 
good conscience by explaining 
that they’ve completed their dona- 
tions for the year. 

Another former classmate uses

I went 
with him once and stayed by the car while he unloaded the

Kirgan takes 
CHS wrestling 
through period 
of transition 


When there’s a new boss on the job, 
there’s generally a transition riod 
That's what's happening with the Col- 
linsville High School wrestling pro- 
gram 

Al Kirgan has taken over as the 
head coach for veteran coach George 
Portz. Some have into Kirgan’s way 
of doing things. Some haven't. 

When the preseason workouts start- 
ed Nov. 9, Kirgan said about 42 or 43 
boys reported to join the team. That 
number is down to 28 right now. 

‘‘We recently had two new ones 
come out and two who came back,” 
said Kirgan, who is most concerned 
about the low number of wrestlers at 
the freshman level. ‘‘When you build 
a program, generally you have few 
numbers at the senior level and more 
at the freshman level. We don’t have 
that right now. It’s just the opposite.” 

Kirgan comes the Granite City pro- 
gram which has been the Metro 
East's stalwart for decades. He grad- 
uated from Granite City North High 
School in 1979 and qualified for the 
state wrestling tournament in his 
senior season. He wrestled in the 
Navy and was on the all-service 
team. He qualified for the U.S. Olym- 
pic Team Trials. 

Kirgan was the coach at Coolidge 
Junior High School in Granite City 
for nine seasons before being an 
assistant to Mike Garland at Granite 
City High School for the last two. 
37 years old, he was ready to take on 
the duties as a head coach. 

For a glimpse at what Kirgan 
might be able to achieve as coach, 
jook no further than Granite City 
junior George Kirgan, who already 

as made two appearances at the 

IHSA Class AA state tournament. 

Al Kirgan admittedly is obsessed 
with the sport. 

“I live and breathe wrestling,’ he 
said. 

He expects the same kind of com- 
mitment from his wrestlers. That’s 
why some, including a potential state 

jualifier, chose not to wrestle at Col- 
linsville this season. 

Kirgan demands his wréstlers to 
take an aggressive approach on the 
mat. 

“‘T don’t want them standing around 
and being passive,’’ Kirgan said. 
“We're training our wrestlers to be 
ageressive.”’ 

Kirgan’s trainin program is 
designed in nine- and 10-minute inter- 
vals so his wrestlers are ready to go 
hard for six minutes... and any pos- 
sible overtime. 

“Six minutes may not seem like a 
long time,’’ Kirgan said. ‘‘But in 
wrestling, it is. There’s constant 
motion. 

“In wrestling, there’s no one to 
hide behind. You’re out there by 
yourself for everyone to see.’’ 

Not surprisingly, Kirgan believes 
wrestling demands the most disci- 
pline of any sport. 

“*You have to be in tremendous 
shape,’ Kirgan said. ‘‘Plus, you have 
to keep your weight at a certain lev- 
el. For teenage boys, sometimes 
that’s difficult.” 


While many coaches believe it’s 
best for wrestlers to get to the ligh- 
test weights possible to compete, Kir- 
gan believes the opposite. He 
it’s better for wrestlers to go to heav- 
ier weight classes. He believes wres- 
tlers gain more strength and stamina 
by doing that. : 

“It’s not uncommon up north (in 
northern Illinois) tose those wres- 
tlers cut 20 to 25 pounds to make 
weight,” Kirgan said. “‘I don’t think 
it’s fair to a kid to say that I’m going 
home to eat dinner and not expect 
him to eat, ee hes (ee 

Kirgan already a reputation as 
a strict disciplinarian at Collinsville. 
He says the workouts for his team 
have gotten tougher. 


“If I did what I’m doing now the 
first day of practice, we would have 
lost 30 percent of the kids,” Kirgan

Sometimes people complain about the fact 
that our Courts appear to be too lenient with 
certain offendérs. In some cases, a defendant 
will receive probation rather than being given jail 
time for a particular offense. Others are released 
early after being sentenced to a particular term. 

What many fail to realize is that our prison 
system in the ‘United States is extremely 
overcrowded. Whereas some would argue that 

|every father who fails to pay child support and 
every repeat offender who drives under the 
influence of alcohol should be incarcerated, as a 
practical matter there often is not room in our 
jails to accommodate these offenders. One 
recent case will help illustrate the problem. 

In one recent matter, a defendant charged 
with driving under the influence appeared before 
a judge. This was the individual's third offense. 
The judge sentenced him to a series of weekends 
in jail from Friday to Sunday for three months. 

‘| When the defendant showed up to serve his time, 
the sheriff's department frequently explained 
that the jail was filled that weekend and that he 
would be given credit for the time served. 
.Another explanation for some of the plea 


bargaining that takes place in the criminal court 
system is an overcrowded docket with not 
enough prosecuting attorneys and too few 
courtrooms and judges. There are sometimes 
sixty to seventy defendants in a traffic court 
with only three assistant states attorneys 
present to handle the entire docket. Obviously, 
every case cannot be tried, and plea bargaining 
is necessary to move the docket. 

What is the solution for people walking the 
streets who possibly should be serving time? In 
some cases, it should be noted that the 
criticism from the public with regard to 


sentencing is justified. Some judges, it can be | 


argued, are too lenient. But most judges realize 
that there is only limited space in our prisons, 
and they know that this space must be reserved 
for hardened criminals. Until the public is 
willing to spend more tax dollars for more 
prisons, more prosecutors, and more judges, 
the problem will probably not be solved. With a 
population in America which is becoming 
increasingly more violent, our hation is going to 
need more prisons in the near future.

Dumber"), “Very Bad Things” 
features some of the more

she can rearrange at will. 

Kyle, of course, must have a 
bachelor party. So his friends 
Charles, Boyd, Michael and 
Adam (Leland Orser, Christian

admonition that, after their 
ap Kyle should 
“re-evaluate” some of his 
friendships. 

She’s a pain, but she may be 
right. During a cocaine- and 
alcohol-laden hotel-room party, 
male bonding goes horribly 
awry. Michael accidentally 
kills a stripper-prostitute 
during shower sex.

But they manage to get

The secret begins to tear 
them asunder, though. Adam 
can’t cope, and he takes it out 
on his wife (Jeanne 


‘ mystical event but a simple, 
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Tripplehorn) and his sickly 
children Boyd turns ever 
more malevolent and 
unhinged. Kyle is still agog at 
what’s happened. Things fall 
apart. People die. And through 
it all, Laura refuses to 
postpone the wedding. ‘I will 
not be denied,” she says 
“Very Bad Things” is not 
sure whether it’s funny or 
serious, and that may be one 
of its strengths. It’s so 
unsettling that it’s both 
hilarious and terrifying at the 
same time. It shows how 
friendships break down in the 
face of adversity and how 
people react when situations 
unravel. It reveals the banality 
of murder — that it’s not some 





pathetic act. 

In the end, “Very Bad 
Things” is a mean-spirited, 
ultimately gross movie that’s 
worth a look — if you have a 
strong stomach.

Winter solstice sunrise to be observed Dec. 20 at Mounds

The changing of the seasons will be observed 
later this month at Cahokia Mounds State 
Historic Site in Collinsville much the way it 
might have been marked by some of its 
original inhabitants. ; 

The winter solstice sunrise observance is set 
for 7 a.m. Dec. 20 at the reconstructed 
Woodhenge, which is located a half-mile west 
of Monk’s Mound. a 

“It’s an opportunity to observe the winter 
solstice sunrise at the same place as the 
prehistoric Mississippi Indians did at Cahokia 
Mounds,” said Bill Iseminger, director of 
public relations at the site. . : 

Iseminger also is an archaeologist. He will 
present information about the historic site to 
those who attend the event and answer 

uestions. He said Woodhenge was chosen as 

e spot for the observance because of its 
historical significance. 


In the days of the Mississippian Indians, 
Iseminger said it is believed that the 
Woodhenge site would have been used as a 
giant sun calendar. 


“That's where the sun priest would have 
been a thousand years ago,” he said. “lm 
there to give an explanation of how it works, 
how we discovered it and whatever else we

know about Woodhenge as a sun calendar.” 

Iseminger will talk about the customs and 
traditions of the prehistoric Mississippi Indians. 
He said there will not be a reconstruction of 
their activities. 

“We aren’t Indians and we don’t think that 
would be appropriate,” he said. 

If the hour of that activity is a little too 
early, come later in the day for a free 
performance by the Kahok Dancers. Dances 
are scheduled for 2 and 3 p.m. in the 
Interpretive Center auditorium. 

The site’s latest exhibit, ‘‘Mounds of the 
Eastern U.S.” will open Monday and continue 
through March. It will contain pictures, maps 
and information regarding more than 20 mound 
sites built by prehistoric Indian cultures. 

During December, Cahokia Mounds will be 
open daily from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. except 
Christmas Day and New Year's Day. 

The museum's gift shop will be open daily 
from 9 a.m. to 4:45 p.m. to cater to the needs 
of holiday shoppers in search of unique gifts. 
The shop is filled with items made by Indians 
such as jewelry, pottery and kachina dolls. It 
also has reading materials on archaeology and 
Indian culture books for adults and children. 

A donation of $2 for adults and $1 for 
children is suggested for visitors of the site.
